The closest prior art of record in the case is Lowery (US 6,189,785), Hagan (US 
5,864,685) and Hagan (US 5,291,398). The prior art fails to show singularly or in combination 
the limitation found in claims 1, 20, 115, 201, 253, 279, 339 and 351 which recite the manner of 
making transfers preserves an account's interest bearing status regardless of the number of 
transfers made during a month, and claims 50, 79, 143, 159, 214, 266, 345 and 357 which recite 
that more than six transfers are made during a month from an account.
